READY  FOR  ACTION 


The  1995  Baseball  season  at  Delta  State  University  was 
outstanding.  The  DSU  Diamond  Statesmen  returned  18 
lettermen  and  7  position  starters  from  the  45-13  Division  II 
Final  Four  team  of  the  previous  year.  In  March,  Delta  State 
ranked  number  one  in  the  NCAA  Division  II  baseball  poll 
with  an  18-3  record  for  the  first  time  since  May  of  1991. 
Three  one-run  losses  followed  over  the  next  week,  dropping 
DSU  to  No.  2,  but  the  Statesmen  kept  their  composure  and 
were  39-11  on  April  25  after  finishing  up  the  regular  season.
